NBC’S SOUTHDOWN 


Southdown Motor Services continues to be held in high 
esteem by enthusiasts far and wide. With an operating area 
that extended from west of Portsmouth to east of Eastbourne 
and inland, its sphere of influence was huge. As children, many 
budding enthusiasts holidayed on the South Coast thus growing 
to love the apple green and primrose-liveried that were always 
immaculately turned out, as much as those who lived locally. 

Inevitably the arrival of NBC and its all-consuming leaf green 
livery did little to continue to engender the enthusiasm of both 
passengers and followers, and by the time privatisation was on 
the cards, a decade or so later, most if not all of the enthusiasm 
felt for the once-great operator had gone. 

The Southdown NBC era, was perhaps, in retrospect, not 
quite as bad as it seemed. As seen from these views, the buses 
were often still well turned out, but somehow without the 
famous livery, the ‘sparkle’ had gone. 

Nevertheless, all these years on, many now feel a sense of 
nostalgia for the NBC era too, and if that rings a bell, these 
pictures are for you ...

Southdown livery. These buses, seen here in Bognor in October 
1979 were later transferred en masse to Crosville, Nos 382/3 
becoming HDG9I2/3. 



BELOW LEFT: Leyland Atlanteans finally arrived in 1974, 
Southdown being one of a number of former BET operators and 
London Country to opt for a standard design with Park Royal 
bodies in the early 1970s. Seen here at Canoe Lake, Southsea 
in July 1986 is No 709 (PUF I39M), an AN68/IR which was later 
transferred to Ribble.

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Showbus 2016 


Writing on the day after Showbus 2016, 

I suppose we could claim to be ‘first with 
the news’! 

One supposes too that at the end of what 
has amounted to a year’s ‘trial’, an early 
verdict is hoped for. Following last year’s 
problems, many expressed doubts as to 
whether the ‘Showbus’ brand had any sort of 
future, certainly under its existing leadership. 
Those who attend bus-related events 
regularly throughout the summer are experts 
when it comes to deciding what constitutes a 
good bus rally and in identifying the all too 
frequent and recurring problems that can so 
easily spoil an otherwise good event. 

The decision to hold Showbus at 
Donington Park, just off the Ml and M42 
in Leicestershire, we are pleased to say, has 
turned out to be a sensible one. Buses came 
and so did the visitors, but perhaps not in 
the same numbers as they did in the heady 
days of the late-1990s, when Showbus was 
the undisputed creme de la creme of the 
bus rally scene. 

It would, however, be equally sensible 
and offer some constructive criticism. All 
of us for sure are keen to see the long-term 
survival of Showbus, and there are still 
some changes which are needed in order to 
secure this aim. 

We understood that yet again entry to the 
site was delayed, all not necessarily avoidable, 
due in the main to visitors cars and bus 
exhibits being directed via the same entrance 
route. Discussions with the Donington 
authorities are the only way to solve this 
problem, as is that of the poor toilet and 
catering facilities, which we understand were 
provided by Donington Park. 

Above all, though, we would like to 
see an end to allocated spaces for buses 
and the tiered stall-pricing system. These 


changes would propel the event into the 
21st Century. Allocating spaces in advance 
leads to unnecessary voids in the display due 
to non-arrivals and the ensuing untidiness. 
Stallholders are being charged considerably 
more for what are described as ‘premium’ 
positions. There are two other classes which 
apparently offer poorer attributes. 

Returning to the Duxford days, there was 
some justification for doing this. Premium 
prices were charged for prominent positions 
on grass which had considerable depth and 
were positioned along the runway side of 
the main road through to the bus display. 

It cost less to set up your stall on the tarmac 
on the other side, whilst a ‘budget’ price 
was charged to be squeezed into odd spaces 
which didn’t offer much prominence. 

All fair enough, but at Donington all 
the stalls were in one compound, with no 
advantage as to where they were positioned 
— you could stand in the middle and see 
them all! Premium prices were though still 
charged — our premium plot was cramped 
up against the bus display behind which 
caused inconvenience to both those behind 
us and ourselves. Meanwhile we looked out 
upon vast open spaces not taken up, the 
overall number of stalls being considerably 
down, even on last year. This certainly needs 
looking at. A fairer charging structure would 
certainly bring some of the missing traders 
back. 

All this said, Showbus 2016 was a 
considerable advance on last year’s 
equivalent. Hopefully some if not all of the 
above will be taken on board, and Showbus 
2017, which will again be at Donington Park, 
will turn out to be even better and a pointer 
to a secure future to this premier event on 
the calendar!

Bought for preservation in March 2016 
by the 4727 Group, the Olympian latterly 
with Carters of Ipswich, the closure of 
which was reported by GEOFF R. MILLS 
in B&CP last month. 

New to Southern Vectis as its 727 
(G727 XDL) in May 1990, No 727 has 
carried at least six different liveries 
during its working life and was registered 
TIL 6727 from 2000 until 2014. 

No 4727 was collected from Carters on 
10 September. Fifth gear, which had been 
locked out during its service life has been 
unlocked, enabling effortlessly cruising at 
58mph on the motorway! It is hoped that 
its first outing will be a trip back to the 
Isle of Wight for the ‘Beer and Buses’ in 
October.

Lothian invests £6.5m 
in unique tour buses 

On Thursday 18 August Lothian Buses 
unveiled a fleet of new vehicles for its 
Edinburgh Bus Tour service. The 30 
open-top double-deck vehicles have 
been commissioned to meet accessibility 
and environmental standards. 

Edinburgh Bus Tours is Scotland’s 
third most popular paid-for attraction 
and the buses will begin operation in 
coming weeks across three of its five 
routes: the Edinburgh Tour, the Majestic 
Tour and the City Sightseeing Tour. 

Richard Hall, Managing Director for 
Lothian Buses, said: ‘We pride ourselves 
in operating one of the most modern 
and cleanest fleets in the UK. By 
developing a close working partnership 
with Wrightbus and Volvo, these 
new vehicles have been designed and 
built to our exacting specifications to 
ensure that we continue to exceed the 
expectations of our tour passengers. 

‘With our open-top buses a prominent 
sight on Edinburgh’s streets, we feel the 
new vehicles are not only a great addition 
to our fleet but also to the capital city 
of Scotland. At the same time as offering 
sightseers an even better view of the 
city, we’ll be reducing our environmental 
impact through lower emissions.’ 

The vehicles are fitted to a high spec 
with dedicated wheelchair and buggy 
spaces, coloured LED destination 
information display equipment, wifi and 
CCTV. The front of the vehicle has also 
been designed with an increased glazed 
area to provide panoramic views. Built 
on the new Volvo B5TL Euro 6 chassis, 
these are the first open-top buses with 
Wrightbus’ Gemini 3 styling and include 
several adaptations to the bodywork 
to meet the specific requirements of 
operation in and around Edinburgh. 
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Rare Karrier returns to the road 


1960 Karrier BFD3023/Plaxton 362 ALU 
was first registered in August 1960 to 
Kingsland, London SE5, passing to 
Neale, Teddington by April 1965 before 
acquisition by Tredgett, Clacton-on-Sea 
around 1970. 

In 1976 the Karrier passed to Alan 
Goodwin of Manchester, his first coach 
when he set up as a sole trader in 1976, 
following a brief period in partnership. 
Alan ran the coach for just a few months 
before selling it to George Marsden in 
Trafford Park who operated it as his only 
vehicle until his retirement in 1982. 

George offered the coach to Alan who 
sent it to Lawton Coachworks, with the 
instruction to restore it when you have 
nothing else to do’. Lawton, however, 
never got round to it, and in sat in their 
yard for 33 years. 

In June 2015 Alan’s son Wesley 
Goodwin took it back, and in April 2016 
passed it on to Kenny and Ray Walsh, 
who in their usual enthusiastic style set a 
deadline of five months to get it restored 
and onto the rally field. 

This they achieved on Sunday 4 
September when it made its debut at 
Heaton Park Rally. It is one of only 
two roadworthy Karrier BFD3023 with 
Plaxton Embassy bodywork incorporating 
an oval grille, the other being 8943 HN. 
One other, 14 PKR, is awaiting restoration 
pending the owner finding a replacement 
chassis, the original being badly corroded.

Former demonstrator preserved 


Former Volvo demonstrator, Volvo B10B/ 
Wright Renown, First 66100 (R460 VOP) 
has entered preservation. 

New in 1997, 66100 is reputedly 
the last vehicle to wear Badgerline yellow/ 
green livery. Originally numbered 1911 
in the Badgerline fleet, it replaced a 
similar vehicle which was to have been 
66111 (R911 BOU). 66100 differs from 
the rest of the batch in that it has gasket- 
glazed windows rather than bonded 
glazing. 

Seen at the recent Bristol Rally, 

No 66100 had been rubbed down and 
re-panelled ready for painting, presumably 
in yellow/green livery.

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OK Motor Services Ltd has doubled its 
fleet size with the acquisition of EUU 
117J, Lady Sarah , an AEC Reliance with 
Plaxton Panorama Elite II bodywork. 

Sold at auction in Cambridge in 
early 2015, it passed to a dealer and was 
acquired in January this year by CL Travel 
Ltd of Flint Cross, nr Royston, Herts. 
However, a chance conversation put OK 
director Tim Phillips on the trail, and 
CL Travel’s Brian Collins agreed to sell the 
coach. 

EUU 117J was new to Glenton Tours, 
London SE14 in March 1971 and was 
acquired by Regency Road Travel of 
Northwich in May 1996. Already in 
excellent condition, under this ownership an 
immaculate conversion took place, reducing 
seating to 28 (20 at tables, the other eight 
recliners) and adding a kitchen at the rear. 

In 2006 the coach carried a full 
complement complete with navigator and 
stewardess via Scandinavia to Russia and 


back via the flow countries’, travelling 
5,300 fault-free miles to celebrate the 
anniversary of AEC’s formation. 

Go Goodwins of Manchester acquired 
Regency Road and its vehicles in 2013. 

Said Tim: ‘Sometimes things happen 
in life that feel like destiny. My first 
acquisition, LFT 5X, a Plaxton Supreme 
V Express-bodied Leyland Tiger is in the 
workshop for some fundamental chassis 
work and wouldn’t be ready for a planned 
charity day trip and upcoming jazz 
weekend away. I knew ‘Lady Sarah’ was in 
the area and asked Brian at CL Travel if I 
could hire it. He said he didn’t want a fee 
for the day trip but would consider selling 
it to me. I met Brian on a Thursday and 
was the owner the following Monday!’ 

OK Motor Services holds a one-vehicle 
operator’s licence at the moment, so once 
LFT 5X is ready, hires will be of an ‘either/ 
or’ nature. Tim can be contacted on

Northampton 2016 
Heritage Open Days 

A highlight of the Northampton Heritage 
Open Days held over the weekend of 
10/11 September was the appearance 
of newly completed 1946 Roe-bodied 
Crossley DD42/3 Northampton 146 
(VV 9146). The final instalment of the 
restoration of this vehicle will appear 
on these pages very soon, but in the 
meantime we bring you this view as a 
tempting taster.

Lincoln bus station closes 


Lincoln bus station officially closed on 
Saturday 27 August last when Stagecoach 
East Midlands Alexander-Dennis Enviro 
300 27791 (SL654 HYA) operated the 
final official departure on the 23.15 
service 66 to Birchwood. 

The story doesn’t quite end there, as the 
Lincoln Vintage Vehicle Society arranged 
to take its preserved Lincoln City 
Transport 1973 Alexander-bodied Bristol 
RELL6L 73 (UVL 873M) through the 
station for a ‘final’ departure the following 
morning. LCT 73 is currently the only 
roadworthy bus that would have operated 
out of the station when the building 
was opened on 21 August 1978. 
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No 7416 entered service early in 1986, 
one of a 75-strong fleet of Ford Transits 
ushering in a new era of bus travel in 
Bristol: there were two batches, Carlyle¬ 
bodied Nos 7400-29 and Dormobile- 
bodied Nos 7430-74. Branded ‘City Darts’ 
these brightly coloured minibuses replaced 
traditional green buses on a number of 
routes across the city. 

The ‘City Darts’ provided high 
frequency services on routes that had 
previously seen lower frequencies using 
big buses. In addition to the conversion 
of existing routes, the small size of the 
‘City Darts’ meant they were ideal for 
penetrating housing estates and opening 
up new routes to areas that had previously 
been off limits to buses. 

No 7416 spent its entire working life 
in Bristol operating out of Kingswood 
depot, which was opened specifically to 


accommodate the new minibuses. 

The Transits became a victim of their 
own success in that with only 16 seats 
they quickly became too small with 
overcrowding becoming a common 
problem casing the ‘Darts’ to often be 
rather cosy inside. 

The Carlyle Transits were all sold to 
Devon General after only a few years use. 
No 7416 initially operated in Devon’s red 
and ivory livery before being repainted in 
the Exeter City Minibuses green and gold. 

No 7416 lasted in service in Exeter until 
1996, and, upon disposal, it was secured 
for preservation back home in Bristol, and 
following some initial use it was laid up. 
Having changed hands, nine years barn 
storage following. 

Given that 2016 marks the 
30th anniversary of the introduction of 
the City Darts, an approach was made by 


current owner, James Willmott, to see if 
the bus might be for sale so that it could 
be restored in time to mark the date. 

A positive response was received and 
the Transit was acquired in September 
2015. 

The first job upon acquisition was to 
make the vehicle mechanically fit. It has, 
as a result, had a replacement engine as 
well as a new clutch, and a total brake 
refurbishment. No 7416 was MoT’d for 
the first time in 10 years early in 2016. 

Next came a refurbishment of the body 
with several panels being replaced, some 
attention being given to the framework 
at the same time. Finally in late July, No 
7416 was repainted in original livery by 
Reliance Bus Works. 

The interior was largely in original 
condition, however the headlining has been 
replaced and all seat frames and interior 
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Dismissed by many as not being proper buses, and often called ‘bread vans’, the minibuses of the deregulation 
era are now historic and significant survivors. We report on the restoration of one such vehicle, Carlyle-bodied 
Ford Transit Bristol Omnibus 7416 (C4I6 AHT)

surfaces have been repainted. 
The seats are original, and have 
benefited from several cleans, 
the intention being to have the 
vehicle looking in service rather 
than brand new. An original 
destination blind was supplied 
by the Bristol Vintage bus 
group, but the number blinds 
are new, these being matched 
from photographs by McKenna 
Bros in Manchester and look 
spot on! 

No 7416 is the only known 
survivor of the 75 Transits 
delivered to Bristol, and one of 
very few survivors of this type 
of vehicle nationally.

A former Tilling and BTC/ 
THC company, NBC 
subsidiary Bristol Omnibus 
was split in September 1983, 
when a new Cheltenham 
& Gloucester Omnibus 
Company took over services 
in Cheltenham, Gloucester, 
Stroud and Swindon, the 
remainder staying with the 
existing Bristol Omnibus 
Company, further divided 
in two with services within 
Bristol itself being branded 
Citybus, those in Somerset 
and Wiltshire being branded 
Badgerline. 

Badgerline’s assets were 
transferred to a separate legal 
entity prior to privatisation in 
September 1986 as a result of 
a management buyout. In the 
same year, the Cheltenham & 
Gloucester Omnibus Co was 
also sold to its management, 
which in 1993 sold out to 
Stagecoach. 



No 9562 (A962 THW), a 
1984 Roe-bodied Leyland 
Olympian based at Lawrence 
Hill depot is seen here bound 
forWestbuoy. Already 13 
years old, No 9562 was still in 
service in Bristol in 2007 aged 
23 years! 

1990-built Leyland Lynx 1658 
(H658 YHT) was caught on 
camera in the same spot 
just a few minutes later. 
Successor to the Leyland 
National 2, the integral Lynx 
was discontinued following 
Leyland’s takeover by Volvo in 
1993, re-emerging in chassis 
only form as the Volvo BIOB. 

No 9612 (K612 LAE) is a 
Northern Counties Palatine¬ 
bodied Leyland Olympian new 
in 1993. Later renumbered 
34612. This bus saw later 
service in Bradford with First 
West Yorkshire, and following 
the conversion of Bradford’s 
route network to all-lowfloor, 
No 34612 ended its days in 
Cornwall. 
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The Bristol city services, 
trading under the City Line 
brand from 1985, was sold to 
Midland Red West which had 
been bought by its management 
in September 1987. 

In April 1988, Midland Red 
West was sold to Badgerline 
effectively bringing services 
in the Bristol city and country 
areas under the same umbrella 
once more. Badgerline merged 
with GRT to form FirstGroup 
in June 1995, leading to 
the incorporation of First 
Somerset & Avon Ltd in 2003. 

These pictures were 
all taken on a bright late- 
February day in 1997 — 
almost 20 years ago! 


New later the same year, 

No 9644 (L644 SEU) is a 
Volvo Olympian Northern 
Counties Palatine II. 

The Olympian was later 
transferred to First West 
Yorkshire. 

By 1994, the Dennis Dart had 
become firmly established as 
a major force in the thriving 
privatised bus industry. Seen 
here is Plaxton Pointer¬ 
bodied No 1504 (L504 VHU) 
awaiting departure on an 88 
working. 

1994-built No 7870 (M870 
ATC), a Plaxton Beaver¬ 
bodied Mercedes-Benz 709D, 
heads a line-up of red, yellow 
and blues comprising a sister 
bus followed by a Lynx and an 
Olympian. 
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This summer saw a host of open-top veterans brought out to enjoy the seasonal sun. DAVID 
JUKES presents these and some similarly aged roofed buses and coaches still plying their trade. 


DEVON CREAM 



(I) The Dartmouth Steam Railway 
& River Boat Co operates open- 
top Eastern Coach Works-bodied 
Bristol VRTs on its Rail River Link 
route 100 between Totnes and 
Paignton, with some journeys 
continuing to Torquay. The first 
named hosts VDV I38S, which 
was new to Western National 
as its No 938 in 1977, and UWV 


bodied Bristol VRT operating in 
Devon this summer is Mendip 
Mule No 7674 (BJG 674V), a 
1980-built example new to East 
Kent in roofed form with the same 
fleetnumber. The bus is seen soon 
after departure from the Seaton 
& District Tramway’s Seaton 
terminus on 22 August. (4) 

The same operator’s No 864 


6I4S, new to Southdown as its No 
614 the following year, on 31 July 
2016. Both buses were part of the 
50-strong batch of convertible 
open-top Bristol VRTs acquired 
by the National Bus Company in 
1977/78 for its Hants & Dorset, 
South Wales, Southdown and 
Western National subsidiaries. 

(2) More recent additions 


to the Rail River Link roster 
include Y827TGH, a 2001 Plaxton 
President-bodied Volvo B7TL new 
to London Central as its PVL227, 
exiting Falkland Road, Torquay, on 
25 August. 

(3) Another open-top ECW- 
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(TDL564K), a 1971 ECW-bodied 
Bristol RELL new to Southern 
Vectis in roofed form and later 
converted in its workshops to its 
present layout, is seen later the 
same day in Seaton approaching the 
Tramway terminus bus stop. 

(5) We move across Devon from 
its eastern extremity to Torquay 
where English Riviera Sightseeing 
Tours operates former Southport 
Corporation No 86 (FFY 403), 
a 1947 all-Leyland Titan PD2/3 
converted to open-top during its 
Southport service, on its twice- 
daily tour of Torquay and Paignton. 
The bus is seen almost immediately 
after departure from Torquay 
Harbour on 23 August. (6) The 
operator’s other vehicle, which 
operates a twice-daily tour of 
Paignton and Torquay as a reverse 
itinerary to that operated by the 
PD2, is TR 6147 — a 1973 Bristol 
LH6L new to Hants & Dorset 
as its No 3516 (NLJ 5I6M) with 
ECW bodywork but rebuilt by the 
operator to its current charabanc 
form in 1982 and re-registered 
with its current mark. The rebuilt 
LH passed to Shamrock & Rambler 
the following year before spending 
spells with Midland Red North, 
Arriva Midlands North, Butler of 
Olney and Wheels of Nuneaton, 
arriving in Torquay last summer. 
The bus is seen in the outskirts of 
Paignton on 25 August.

(I) Awaiting departure from Minehead with a route 300 
journey to Lynmouth via Porlock on 4 August is Stephen 
Morris’ GFM 882, a 1948 Eastern Coach Works-bodied Bristol 
L6A. The bus was new as Crosville KB73 and converted 
from rear- to front-entrance when ten years old. It passed 
to Thames Valley in 1963 (as its No S302) before withdrawal 
three years later. The bus reappeared in Thames Valley livery 
last year to mark that company’s centenary. (2) Somewhat 
newer is Longleat Enterprises’ WYV 67T, a 1979 Leyland 
Titan new to London Transport as its T67, seen on 9 August 
at Cheddar Gorge.

SCARBOROUGH SUNCRUISERS 

Three of Shoreline Suncruisers of 
Scarborough’s open-top bus fleet are seen on 
the town’s Royal Albert Drive at the seafront 
service’s North Bay terminus on 23 August 
2016. MCW Metrobuses B58 WUL and BI98 
WUL were new to London Regional Transport 
as its MI058 and Ml 198 in 1984 and 1985 
respectively. Operating a town tour from 
the same stop is P538 EFL, a 1996 Northern 
Counties Palatine-bodied Volvo Olympian new 
to Viscount of Peterborough as its No 538, 
with Shoreline Suncruisers names imposed on 
City Sightseeing livery. Operating a route 555 
Filey to Scarborough journey later the same 
day is roofed P8I8 GMU, a 1996 Northern 
Counties Palatine-bodied Volvo Olympian 
new to East London as its VN18.

GOODWOOD 

There is no bus operation like that at the Goodwood Revival, with some 20 preserved vehicles 
mostly in all-day service carrying thousands of passengers. NICK LARKIN looks behind the scenes. 


Yet another AEC Regent V swings into 
the bus station at dusk, lights flickering, 
windows steamed up and engine note 
more musical than ITunes. The full load 
of passengers disgorges; a Navy admiral, 
a vicar, groups of giggling ladies in suede 
boots and check minidresses; a lady of 
a certain age in flapper’s outfit and lots 
of young gentlemen with waistcoats and 
Brylcreemed hair, one of whom is an 
aircraft mechanic and another a ‘ton-up’ 
biker. This service is busy as the Regent 
just has enough time to get ready to 
leave its bay before a similarly crowded 
Southdown Leyland PD2 rolls in. 

TIMESHIFT 

This strange timeshift in Chichester is 
down to a special event, the Goodwood 
Revival, for which Stagecoach runs what 
is surely the most intense bus service of 
preserved vehicles anywhere in the country 
— 16 in all on this main service. This 
year these buses, supplemented by some 
much loved but shortly having to depart 
Volvo Olympians, plus a few more modern 


machines carried an incredible 10,000 
people in three days. They got the chance 
to savour everything from an Eastbourne 
AEC Regal III to a 110-seat Leyland 
Olympian Megadekka — heralded as 
‘Britain’s biggest bus’ when new. 

Like these two, most of the buses 
are from Stagecoach’s own preserved 
fleet, coming from depots as far away 
as Peterborough and Devon. They are 
supplemented by some privately-owned 
vehicles, this year Chris Pearce’s 1967 
AEC Routemaster RMAll (NMY 648E), 
which he swapped for an RML with 
Ensign last year, Eastbourne Leyland 
PD2A/20/East Lancs open-topper No 84 
(DHC 784E), from Seaford & District and 
Eric Stobart’s magnificent 1956 Beadle¬ 
bodied Leyland PD2/12 No786 (RUF 186). 

As well as the main service, there are 
shuttles to campsites connected with 
the event on which Southdown Dennis 
Dart/Alexander Dash 501 (J501 GCD), 
now preserved by Stagecoach was among 
the performers. A hotel service is also 
operated. 


MAKING IT HAPPEN 

So how does it all happen? With a lot 
of effort and planning according to 
Stagecoach Portsmouth operations 
manager Colin Ashcroft, who co-ordinates 
the classic buses side of the service. 

Stagecoach had been operating the 
Goodwood Revival Bus Service with 
‘normal’ vehicles before a suggestion from 
the organisers in 2010 that classic buses 
could be used. ‘We started off with six 
and it’s just grown. The older buses are 
very popular even with non-enthusiasts 
and a lot of people take pictures.’ 

Stagecoach-owned vehicles are 
collected from their home depots the 
week before the event and taken to 
Chichester depot, some via Portsmouth. 
‘We have quite a few mechanics there who 
look after historic vehicles and they were 
there over the Goodwood weekend, Apart 
from flat batteries on both Eastbourne 
Leyland PD2s used on the service we had 
no problems,’ said Colin. Vehicles undergo 
the normal walk-round checks as seen on 
a modern bus.

Classics normally operate the 
Goodwood-Chichester 702 route from 
07.00-19.00, with buses at least every 
15min until midday, then half-hourly to 
16.00 with a more intensive evening 
peak. The journey is around five miles 
but varies, as there are diversions during 
the day to try to avoid massive queues of 
cars. 

Drivers and conductors come from as 
far as Scotland. ‘Obviously we recruit 
drivers who love older buses and are used 
to driving them. Many have worked on 
the service for years and we know them. 
Some crewmembers are Stagecoach 
managers’, added Colin, who had just 
finished a stint on Chris Pearce’s RMA. 
‘It’s a great bus to drive. We put people 
with vehicles they are used to, and we 
certainly wouldn’t take someone who had 
only driven Volvo Olympians and put 
them in a Bristol Lodekka,’ added Colin. 
A firm endorsement of this policy is that 
well-known preservationist Garth Porrell 
is given sole custody of the Eastbourne 
Regal III. ‘He’s the only person who has 
really got the hang of it!’ 

Vehicles, all of which have to be Class 6 
tested of course are washed and refuelled 

Southcoast Motor Services’ Northern 
Counties-bodied Leyland PD3/4 
‘Panoramic’ is seen on a contract service. 

Stagecoach ‘Megadekka’s capacity was 
put to good use.

at Chichester after their day’s work, much 
of the day to day fleet braving it outside 
or in a special parking area arranged with 
Southern Railway at Chichester railway 
station. Fares are £5 for a single journey, 


£6 return or £15 for a three-day ticket. 

Along with the preserved vehicles, nine 
about-to-retired Volvo Olympians also 
found their way on to the services. At the 
time of writing, Stagecoach South has 20 


of these vehicles in its fleet, but all have to 
go by the end of this year to comply with 
DDA regulations. A couple may remain 
on contracts. A lot of people will be sorry 
to see these buses go. They are so reliable 
and excellent people movers, just right for 
this type of work,’ added Colin. 


THE OTHERS 

As well as this, other operators provide 
vehicles for shuttle services and charters 
ferrying guests from for event sponsors. 
Three former Southdown vehicles from 
the Southcoast Motor Services fleet, set 
up in 1988 by a group of enthusiasts who 
had been restoring buses since 1988, were 
seen on this work. These were superb 
former Harrington Grenadier-bodied 
Leyland Leopard 1749 (749 DCD) along 
with Northern Counties- 
bodied Leyland PD3/4s 
406 (406 DCD) and 
350 (HCD 350E) 
were contracted to 
investment house 
Brewins Dolphin, 
another PD3/4 from 
this operator, 954 
(954 CUF) working 
on private hire. 

Other vehicles chartered 
by private groups included two Bedfords 
OB/Duples: Mervyn’s Coaches well- 
known 1949 Vista-bodied example, new 
to Western National and from CPPTD 
1951 Mark I-bodied EHV 65 new to East 
Ham Welfare Department, and restored 
in Hants & Sussex colours. 

Three vehicles owned by a Sussex 
consortium had been chartered by 
Goodwood owner Lord March. These

were 1963 Eastbourne AEC Regent V/ 
East Lancs 68 (KHC 345), originally 
KHC 368, 1959 East Kent Regent V/ 

Park Royal PFN 857 and 1962 AEC 
Routemaster RM1033, (DSL 540). 

Another Routemaster, London Bus 
Museum’s 1958 prototype RML3 had 
probably the most unusual role of any bus 
at show, acting as backdrop for a group 
of chanting 1966 England World Cup 
supporters. This was one of several buses 
taking part in a parade on Goodwood race 
circuit celebrating vehicles seen 50 years 
ago. 

ATTENDANCE 

Around 150,000 people, 95% in period 
costume attend the Goodwood Revival 
each year, and more are using the bus 
service than ever. As well as bringing in 
useful income for owners and operators 
of preserved vehicles the event has to 
be an excellent advert for the old bus 
movement.

STILL IN SERVICE BUT TO 

NO AVAIL! 

Scholars and students in south Oxfordshire, West Berkshire and north Hampshire have been transported between 
their homes, schools and colleges by a fleet of poppy red-liveried Volvo Olympians operated by Newbury & District 
with Noah Vale fleetnames. DAVID JUKES finds out more about these buses at the 2015/16 school year’s conclusion. 



Newbury & District is one of three sister 
companies owned by Simon Weaver and 
Michelle Wadsworth, Weavaway Travel 
and Tappins Coaches being the other two. 
Some of its home to school services have 
been operated by 15 Volvo Olympians 
acquired in 2014 and 2015 of which 14 
are available for purchase at the time of 
writing (early-August 2016) following the 
acquisition of 12 new Alexander Dennis 
Enviro 400 MMC buses to carry out these 
duties and other private hire work. 

Fourteen of the 87-seat Olympians 
were new to Stagecoach Group companies 
and carry Alexander RL bodywork; the 
exception is a former Nottingham City 
Transport bus fitted with a similar lowheight 
East Lancs E-type body readily identifiable 
from the others by its deeper side windows. 
All were sourced from dealer Drew Wilson 
and reregistered with select marks in chassis 
number order as Cl-10 OXF and 06- 
20 TCL (see accompanying table for full 
vehicle details as at 6 July 2016). 

The Noah Vale fleetname dates from 
the second year of Weavaway Travel’s 
operations in 1998: ‘We successfully 


tendered to operate the Ridgeway Explorer 
service between Reading and Swindon 
for Oxfordshire County Council,’ recalls 
Newbury & District Director Simon 
Weaver. ‘We had just set up Weavaway 
Travel and did not want the bus service 
to conflict with the main coach business 
so chose a new fleetname for the bus. 

Vale represented the Vale of White Horse 
through which the service ran while Noah 
was an inspired simple play on words.’ 

The same fleetname later reappeared on 
the company’s fleet of ex-Hong Kong tri¬ 
axle Dennis Condors acquired for schools 
services. These were painted yellow with 
black relief and used a logo alongside the 
Noah Vale fleetname for the first time. 
This was based upon the National Bus 
Company’s double-N symbol with the 
lower N replaced with a V - effectively an 
N with a missing upright. 

Noah Vale became dormant a second 
time as subsequent home to school 
vehicles (Neoplan Skyliners, Van Hool 
Astromegas and East Lancs Nordic¬ 
bodied Volvo B9TLs) carried Weavaway 
Travel fleetnames and livery, the 


Olympians seeing its reintroduction and 
another new livery. 

‘I grew up in this area when it was served 
by the poppy red-liveried Oxford South 
Midland and Alder Valley fleets so chose to 
replicate their colours on the Olympians,’ 
says Simon. ‘It was also the southern 
extremity of Midland Red operations. 
Midland Red coincidently used 15 different 
brand names to market its services and 
we had an identical number of Olympians 
so those names were applied to the buses 
in alphabetical order, neatly tying in with 
their chassis and registration numbers.’ 

Fourteen of the 15 Volvos remain 
in company ownership — C17 TCL 
(originally S764 SVU) was sold earlier 
this year — but all are for sale: ‘We have 
been delighted with these buses,’ states 
Simon. ‘They are robust and have been 
sturdy workhorses. There is no reason why 
they cannot be used by others for home to 
school work as all are fitted with seatbelts. 

‘It is a natural progression that the Volvos 
are being replaced with new low-floor buses 
as we move with the times,’ he continues. 
‘The new vehicles are also able to operate

MIKE WALKER reports on a recent event in Bristol. 




On 5 September 1966, Bristol Omnibus 
Company and Bristol City Council 
(operating together as Bristol Joint 
Services) introduced an entirely new bus 
service in Bristol the 'City Centre Circle’, 
linking Temple Meads railway station 
with the Broadmead shopping centre, the 
bus & coach station and Canons Marsh, 
where the previous dock facilities had 
been transformed into a large surface car 
and coach park. The service operated 
from approximately 09.00 until 16.00, at 
20min intervals in each direction, forming 
a lOmin frequency between the two 
terminal points. The service was launched 
by the then Lord Mayor. 

This service was particularly appropriate 
as, a few days later, the new Severn Bridge 
opened, and the following months and 
years saw an influx of coaches and cars 
with passengers from Wales hoping to 
sample the attractions of Bristol. 

The service was operated by single- 
deck buses from the country fleet based 
at Lawrence Hill depot, these buses being 
already converted to operate without 


a conductor (a first for the city). 

They were suitably adorned with 
headboards advertising the service. 

The fare was 6d, and 'one-price’ pre¬ 
printed tickets were issued from an 
Almex ticket machine. 

In various forms the service 
was to last until 1975 when it was 
replaced by a conventional bus 
service which continued beyond 
the central area to Clifton, the 
route taken by Bristol Tramways & 
Carriage Co’s very first motor bus 
route in 1906. 

On Saturday 10 September, as 
part of the Bristol 'Doors Open’ 

Day, the Bristol Road Transport 
Collection, committed to 
establishing a museum in the city 
to exhibit artefacts and vehicles 
of the former Bristol Tramways & 

Carriage Co and Bristol Omnibus 
Company in addition to any 
other organisations in which the 
local entrepreneur Sir George Wight was 
involved, and the Bristol Omnibus Vehicle

Collection, also committed to preserving 
the artefacts and vehicles of the two 
organisations, together with support from 
Bristol City Council, marked the 50th 
anniversary of the 'City Centre Circle’ 
service by preparing a special leaflet and 
operating, as near as possible to the original 
route, a free to ride 15min 'City Centre 
Circle’ service from Canons Way (the site if 
the Bristol Harbourside rally in past years), 
and Temple Meads station, serving many

'Doors Open’ events along the way. 

Vehicles used on the service were 
drawn from The Bristol Omnibus Vehicle 
Collection, together with one or two guest 
vehicles from the small display of vintage 
buses also in attendance. 

The Rt Hon Lord Mayor of Bristol, 
Councillor Jeff Lovell took time from his 
busy schedule of involvement with the 
Round Britain Cycle Race, which was 
visiting the city on the day, to come to 
the event and cut the gold ribbon to send 
off the first departure at 10.30. This was 
operated by the Collection’s 1958 Bristol 
MW5G saloon, Bristol Omnibus 2934 
(924 AHY), a bus which had been used 
on the service during its operation, and 
which has now been fitted with suitable 
headboards for the service. Other buses in 
use were similar 1959 Bristol MW5G No 
2969 (981 EHY) and 1982 Bristol LH6L 
461 (AFB 592V). 

Also operating for the Bristol 'Doors 
Open’ Day on a free service to Clifton 
at 30min intervals were two 1955 Bristol 
KSW double-deckers, C8320 (UHY 360) 
from the Bristol Joint Services fleet with 
a Bristol AVW engine, and 8336 (UHY 
384) from the country services fleet with 
Gardner 6LW engine, and 1959 Bristol 
LD6G L8515 (969 EHW) from the 
Bath Services fleet, all of which carried 
a conductor. The service was principally 
provided for the Clifton Rocks Railway 
which was open for the day and duplicated 
Bristol’s first city motorbus route. 
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‘Didn’t we have a lovely time the day we 
went to Gaydon?’ (Right lyric, wrong 
place) — in short, yes we did. The event 
was sponsored by TTC Diecast with 
support from BUSES, Bus & Coach 
Preservation and Classic Bus magazines. 
The venue is just off the M40 which is 
quite accessible for the southern half 
of the country allowing vehicle entries 
from the South, South West, Wales, 
the Midlands and London reasonable 
travelling (although some did come from 
further afield!). 


Since my last visit, about ten years ago, 
road access has seen major improvement, 
the BMM site being on a former airfield 
which it would appear is being opened up 
for development. The site is of fair size 
with plenty of car parking, the Museum 
itself comprises a modern D-shaped 
main building plus a separate large 
restoration/storage facility (referred to as 
the Collection Centre). Buses and coaches 
were parked in the car park nearest the 
main building with a row of enthusiasts’ 
stalls along the grass in front (see picture). 


BMM providing car parking and festival 
site marshals, all very efficiently it 
appeared. Entry might have seemed a bit 
steep at £14 for an adult (but only £10 if 
bought in advance), this did include an A5 
colour programme. 

The admission fee included entry to the 
Museum which in itself is well worth a 
visit, also to be found inside the Museum 
were more stalls together with the cafe 
on the upper floor. There were a couple 
of additional refreshment outlets outside, 
although one was closed up before 15.30. 
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Held again at the British Motor 
Museum at Gaydon, Warwickshire, 
the Buses Festival, a Classic and 
Modern Bus Event, took place on 
Sunday 21 August. Report and 
pictures by Nigel Appleford.

About 80 vehicles were on display 
or running. Of the vehicles present 
probably the oldest was Roger Burdett’s 
1940 ex-Coventry Daimler COG5 and 
the newest a 2016 Stagecoach Alexander 
Dennis Enviro 400 MMC — so quite a 
variety! 

Three free bus services were operating: 
route 1 was a ride around the Museum’s 
internal road system, whilst route 2 went a 
little further out to the Fosse roundabout 
and back (about 6 miles in total). Route 
3, a circular route around Kineton, 
amounted to a run of about 13 miles in 
total. These were operated with various 
festival entries, while additionally a free 
service to/from Leamington was provided 
by Stagecoach Midlands using members 
of its current fleet. 

The programme was a little disappointing 
in that quite a few entries included were 
missing for whatever reason and some that 
were present weren’t included (late entries 
perhaps?), the programme details were also 
rather brief with no indication of who had 
entered the vehicle or any of their histories. 

The weather did seem a little overcast 
at times and I believe there was a short 
shower (while I was inside) but generally 
the day was warm and dry and I believe 
an enjoyable day was had by all those who 
attended.

A celebration of the anniversary of the opening of the first Severn Bridge 
featuring buses and coaches from Red B White and other local operators of 
the era took place on Saturday 10 September last. PHILIP LAMB reports. 



Not only did the event celebrate the 50th 
aniversary of the opening of the original Severn 
Bridge on Saturday September. It also recalled 
the start of bus routes 300 and 301 between 
Bristol and Cardiff, the entry into service of Red 
& White’s last Bristol MW6G saloons and 
its first Bristol RELH coaches. 

Following an extensive road run 
which involved crossing both bridges 
which now span the Severn estuary, 


buses and coaches assembled in the car park 
of the ‘Old Ferry Inn’, Beachley which nestles 
beneath the original bridge on the Chepstow 
side beside the old car ferry landing slip, made 
redundant by the opening of the Severn Bridge 
that has now stood above it for over 50 years. 
This unique event was made possible 
by preservationists, who, over the years, 
have kept the local transport heritage 
on the road. 
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RED & WHITE RC968 

Red & White took delivery 
of a total of 32 Bristol RELH 
coaches between 1966 and 
1969. Whilst the first 11 were 
fitted with Gardner engines, the 
remainder, including RC968 
(OAX 9F) had Leyland 0.600 
units. 

RC968 was one of 10 
delivered in the spring of 
1968. The coach was initially 
allocated to Aberdare depot, 
but spent most of its working 
life at Tredegar depot operating 
Cardiff-London and Cardiff- 
Liverpool express services. The 
advent of the National Bus 
Company led to a repaint in 
NBC white in January 1975, 
RC968 becoming RC6568 the 
following year. 

In 1978 RC968 was 
downgraded to dual-purpose 
status, renumbered RD6568 
(later RD1337) and painted in 
National Bus Company poppy 
red and white dual-purpose 
livery for use on limited-stop 
bus routes from the South 
Wales valleys to Cardiff. 

Withdrawn by Red & White’s 
successor National Welsh in 
July 1983, the coach was bought 
for preservation in September 
that year. Since then RC968 has 
had six preservationist owners 
and is currently the only Red 
& White Bristol RELH coach 
in full working order, although 
another, RC169 (SAX 1G) still 
exists, but is not yet roadworthy. 

RC968’s current owner, 
Jonathan Radley, took over in 
October 2012, despatching the 
coach to M&H Coachworks 
in Leeds for major bodywork 
restoration to be carried out. 
The coach is now resplendent 
in the Red & White livery worn 
when new and is a frequent 
attendee at rallies and 
other events over 
a wide area.

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Looking back at

The nationalisation of the 
railways in 1948 brought with 
it implications for both the bus 
operators in which the railway 
companies held an interest 
and their associates within the 
Tilling Group. Thus a sizeable 
proportion of the bus industry 
was also nationalised. 

Fearing that compulsory 
nationalisation of other bus 
operators would follow, 


the Red & White Group 
of companies decided to 
voluntarily sell its UK bus 
interests to the BTC, the 
organisation formed by the 
Government to oversee its 
transport interests, in order to 
get a better deal. Red & White 
itself, which operated an 
extensive network of services 
either side of the English/ 
Welsh border, was based in 


Chepstow and continued 
more or less as before gaining 
Bristol Tramways services in 
the Forest of Dean area in 
exchange for its operations 
in the Stroud area. Control 
of other operators within 
the group was transferred 
to previously established 
operators within the BTC. 

Thus control of Venture, 
Basingstoke passed to Wilts & 
Dorset, whilst Thames Valley 
assumed responsibility for 
South Midland and Newbury 
& District. Cheltenham 
District Traction Company 
was transferred to Bristol 
Tramways with United Welsh 
being managed separately 
within the BTC. 

Red & White passed in 1969 
to the National Bus Company, 
which in 1978, merged Red 
& White with neighbouring 


operator Western Welsh, 
the new company becoming 
National Welsh/Cymru 
Cenedlaethol. 

The subsequent history of 
NBC operations in South- 
East Wales is another story 
for another day, as here we 
concentrate on Red & White 
during the 1950s, 1960s and 
1970s — get your ticket here! 

We start our journey with 
this magnificent 1949 
Lydney-bodied Leyland PSI/I 
acquired by Red & White 
with the business of Griffin 
of Brynmawr in 1950. SI749 
(EU 9725) was withdrawn 
1965. PRESBUS PUBLISHING 

Within the familiar environs 
of Cardiff bus station we see 
Duple-bodied Guy Arab III 
6LW LI050 (HWO 388), one 
of several such buses typifying 
the Red & White fleet in the 
1950s. LI050 was withdrawn 
in 1967.

A community based project by Nottingham Heritage Vehicles Charity Reg.No.1155404 
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SIMON GILL reports on nine 
years of toil which has seen a 
rare Chesterfield Daimler CCG6 
return to the road. 

Chesterfield is perhaps best known for its 
14th century parish church of St Mary & 
All Saints which, due to an architectural 
phenomenon, has a twisted spire that is 
more commonly known as the Crooked 
Spire. 

The town is also where well-known 
bus preservationist, Tony Peart was Head 
of English at Chesterfield School for 28 
years and it is difficult to believe that it 
is now ten years since he passed away in 
September 2006. His legacy lives on, not 
only at the Lincolnshire Road Transport 
Museum to which he bequeathed his two 
immaculate Roe-bodied AEC Regent 
Ills: Doncaster 122 (KDT 393) and 
York Pullman 64 (JDN 668), but also 
in the inspiration that he gave to others. 
Twin brothers Neil and Paul Hegedus 
were two of Tony’s pupils at Chesterfield 
School and his knowledge and enthusiasm 
encouraged them to get their hands dirty, 
especially after the delights of being given 


permission to drive his beloved AECs. 

As we shall see, their bus is different but 
nonetheless unique. 

CHESTERFIELD CORPORATION 

Local transport in the town began in 1882 
when Chesterfield & District Tramways 
opened its one and only line from the 
Market Place to Brampton, which, due 
to operational and financial difficulties, 
was acquired by Chesterfield Corporation 
in 1897. The horse trams were replaced 


by electric trams in 1904 and the 
following year the route was extended to 
Whittington Moor. 

Motorbuses were introduced in 1914 
on a route to North Wingfield. Further 
routes followed including a joint service 
with Sheffield Corporation in 1923 to that 
steel city. Trolleybuses replaced the trams 
in 1927, when the route was extended to 
New Whittington, before the trolleybuses 
themselves were replaced by motorbuses 
in 1938.

Route expansion followed to various new 
housing estates and included a number 
of works services to local collieries. As 
these closed deregulation brought further 
opportunities in 1986 when, as a council- 
owned company Chesterfield Transport 
Ltd, the operating area expanded to Calver 
in the Derwent Valley and saw the creation 
of Retford & District as a subsidiary. 

Following a management buyout in 
April 1990 the company was purchased 
by Stagecoach in 1995 and subsequently 
merged with its East Midland Motor 
Services operations. The former 
Chesterfield Transport Stonegravels depot, 
opened in 1964, is still in use and now 
forms part of Stagecoach’s Yorkshire area. 

VEHICLE VARIETY 

Early motorbus purchases included 
Daimler, Dennis, Tilling-Stevens, Karrier, 
Bristol B-types and Morris-Commercial 
Dictators before the undertaking more 
or less standardised on Leyland including 
a total of 65 with gearless’ transmission. 
Five AEC Regents were also added in 
1939. Such was the pace of fleet renewal 
that by the end of that year the fleet had 
grown to 86 buses consisting of 47 double- 
deckers and 39 single-deckers, of which 41 
double-deckers and 15 saloons were under 
four years old. 

After seven unfrozen’ Leyland Titan 
TD7’s with Weymann bodies in 1942, 
Chesterfield was allocated 21 Guy Arabs 
with utility bodywork by five different 
builders between 1943 and 1946. With 
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new buses in high demand postwar 
purchases included Crossley, AEC, 
Daimler, Guy and Leyland. The first 
buses with ‘tin-front’ concealed radiators 
were 12 Daimler CVG6 with Weymann 
bodies that arrived in 1955, and, like all 
preceding double-deckers they were to 
lowbridge layout which was necessary 
to pass under several low bridges in the 
town. 

The first highbridge buses were 34 
Leyland Titan PD2s with Weymann Orion 
bodies purchased between 1957 and 
1960 which, of necessity, were allocated 
to specific routes. One of these, 225 
(225 LRB) is preserved and is often 
seen at rallies around the Midlands. 

Four lowbridge Leyland Atlanteans with 
Weymann bodies arrived in 1960 followed 
by the last ten lowbridge buses the 
following year, these being Leyland Titan 
PD2As with Weymann bodywork. The 
association with Daimler was renewed in 
1962 when four Daimler Fleetlines with 
medium-height Metro-Cammell bodies 
joined the fleet. 

BACK TO BASICS 

The last crash gearbox buses were 20 Guy 
Arab Ills acquired in 1950 so, with many 
preselective, part-synchromesh and semi¬ 
automatic buses acquired, the delivery of 
ten Daimler CCG6 with Weymann bodies 
in December 1963, Nos 251-60 (3251-60 
NU), was a strange change of policy. This 
may have been due to price, or the fact 
that they were slightly cheaper to run, 
but they were nevertheless joined by a 
further eight in September/October 1965 
numbered 261-8 (GNU 261-8C). 

The most popular postwar Daimler 
front-engined double-decker was the 
CV series which was produced from 
1946 until 1968. This specification 
included a fluid flywheel and four-speed 
preselective gearbox. As an alternative 
to the latter, Daimler offered the CSG 
model from 1958 which included a clutch 
and four-speed synchromesh gearbox by 
David Brown linked to a Gardner 5- or 


6-cylinder engine. It was not a success 
with only 39 built before production 
ceased in 1962. 

Jaguar Cars Ltd had acquired Daimler 
in June 1960 and went on to acquire Guy 
Motors in October 1961 which brought 
the Arab range into the group. As a result, 
the CS series was replaced by the CCG in 
1963 which was fitted with a Guy constant- 
mesh gearbox; a robust and relatively basic 
design introduced in 1945. It was offered 
with the same choice of Gardner engines 
but merely as a 27ft-long chassis and was 
only marginally more successful with 97 
built as shown in the table. 

The Chesterfield CCG6s were 
universally disliked by drivers who tried 
to wreck the gearboxes but they were 
indestructible! A request for a changeover 
whenever a driver was allocated one was 
commonplace, and they were referred 
to as ‘Horseboxes’ on account of their 
lumbering progress. They were too high 
to pass beneath the bridge at Sheepbridge, 
so they were used mostly on the 53 Clay 
Cross and 54 North Wingfield circular 
services with occasional forays to Bolsover. 

Withdrawals started quite early with 
three of the first batch (253/6/8) being 
acquired by Kowloon Motor Bus via 
W. North (dealer) in October 1972, 
arriving in Hong Kong in January 1973. 
After overhaul and the fitting of tropical 
opening windows they were given KMB 
fleet numbers 2D 1-3 in reverse order. They 
were all fitted with SCG semi-automatic 
gearboxes in late 1974. 2D2 and 2D3 were 
scrapped in 1979 but 2D1 was rebodied 
by KMB in its own workshops and lasted 
until 1984. One of them even achieved 
fame with a brief appearance in the James 
Bond film ‘Live and Let Die’. 

No 266 

No 266 was new to Chesterfield in 
October 1965 with chassis No 20088; its 
Weymann body (No M1527) to the Orion 
design being properly known as the Aurora 
when supplied by Weymann. Following 
accident damage, No 266 was fitted with

a slightly different front cowl from the 
rest of Chesterfield’s CCG6s in 1967. 

The standard version had 12 grille slats 
and narrow oval towing-eye holes. The 
replacement one, which it still retains, has 
10 slats and large round holes, as fitted for 
other operators later in the production run. 
In the mid-1970s, No 266 was repainted 
in the later CCT livery with cream upper 
panels and lower deck window surrounds 
before being withdrawn in 1977. 

Sold to Alexander’s of Arbroath, which 
operated under the name Greyhound, 266 
gave sterling service for another seven years 
before passing it on to Gray, Auchrennie 
Farm, Muirdrum near Carnoustie in 1984 
as a berry bus. The Daimler spent a short 
time at Lathalmond after being recovered 
there following a breakdown due to fuel 
problems. It is then reported that No 266 
was stored near Chesterfield in 1990 with a 
view to it being donated to a church to help 
the homeless but this did not proceed due 
to its poor condition. 

Acquired for preservation by Joy, 
Brechin in 1998, the bus then passed to 
John Revill, Chesterfield in June 1999. It 
was subsequently acquired by Stephen 
Morris of Quantock Motor Services, 
Wiveliscombe in 2004 for spares. 

TWINS TO THE RESCUE 

Having been spurred on by Tony Peart’s 
enthusiasm and the fact that the CCG6s 
could be seen passing Chesterfield School 
from their classroom window, Neil and

TRANSPORT 


Paul Hegedus went to see 266 at the end 
of 2006. After finding an accommodating 
farmer, who would allow them to work on 
their bus as well as provide undercover 
storage, a deal was agreed with Stephen 
Morris which included two front windows 
from a Darlington CCG5. The bus was 
subsequently collected from Somerset on 8 
February 2007. As everyone who’s involved 
in bus preservation knows only too well, 
that’s the easy bit and following some initial 
dismantling of the exterior panels they 
started to wonder what they had taken on. 

Extensive corrosion was discovered 
particularly on the nearside and at 
the rear. Undeterred, they set to and 
soon decided a trip to the Barnsley 
scrapyards was required in search of 
spares. A replacement steering arm was 
obtained which took over IV 2 hours and 
many blades to remove from the donor 
bus by hacksaw. A complete back end 
was sourced from a Brighton open-top 
Leyland PD3 and carefully welded into 
place to replace the corroded area. All 
nearside pillars were replaced and the bus 


was almost completely re-panelled. 

As Neil and Paul don’t have access 
to a roller the corner panels were rolled 
gently on an ordinary workbench until 
the required profile was obtained — a 
time consuming but very satisfying 
process. The Daimler chassis was also 
corroded in places, so the affected areas 
were straightened and plated as necessary 
before being painted. 

External painting has been carried out 
by Neil to a high standard. One of the 
most expensive parts of the job has been 
having new seats made, which have been 
fitted in the lower saloon. New moquette 
was obtained from Chesterfield Borough 
Council, which was spare from its 
Weymann-bodied PD2/20, 225 (225 LRB) 
and with side fluting in green leatherette 
they look superb! 

FINISHING TOUCHES 

No 266 was submitted for MoT on 3 
June 2016 which it successfully passed 
first time with no advisories. Although 
it is externally complete the upper-deck 


seats are still to be completed and fitted. 
Paul is also hoping to remove and rebuild 
the engine at some stage. An original 
destination blind has recently been 
donated which still has to be fitted. 

Apart from replacing eight panes of 
glass with new window rubber, all work 
has been carried out by Paul and Neil with 
considerable help from friend Mike Hirst 
— No 266 is a great credit to them. Says 
Paul: ‘One of my most vivid memories 
is when completing the rebuilding of 
the front canopy. It was late evening on 
a bitterly cold winter’s day, and I was 
determined to get the task completed that 
day. When I finished I got down from 
the ladder to find frost on the back of my 
jumper!’ This just shows the dedication to 
the project. 

My thanks to Paul Hegedus for his 
help and making me so welcome and also 
to Steve Lyne for his introduction and 
for whetting my appetite about another 
Chesterfield bus that is making good 
progress and which we hope to feature 
soon!

Graham BROWN brings us 
the latest news in the ongoing 
restoration of his W. Gash & 
Sons Roberts-bodied Daimler 
CVD6 DD6 (KNN 959). 

None of us are getting any younger and 
my few weeks annual leave will not get my 
W. Gash & Sons Roberts-bodied Daimler 
CVD6 completed very quickly. So with 
this in mind I was fortunate to be able to 
fund a seven-month sabbatical from full¬ 
time employment to work alternate weeks 
on the Daimler in Newark and my AEC 
Routemaster in Hertford. 

70-YEAR-OLD! 

Despite some lower panel replacement 
and remedial action being carried 
out in the past, which certainly held 
some of the deterioration at bay, most 
of the panels, pillars and much of the 
supporting structure have needed repair 
or replacement to complete a proper job. 
The usual dissimilar metal corrosion had 
taken its toll along with water ingress from 
missing outer panels while in long term 
outside storage. 

The end of last season saw the rear end 
of the nearly 70-year-old Roberts body 
being the last major structural restoration 
challenge, and it certainly lived up to 
expectations rot-wise. 

As I prepared to recommence work 
on the bus, I suddenly sensed that I was 
being watched. I turned to find five baby 
blackbirds staring at me from a nest right 
by the rear platform, just where I wanted 
to start grinding and welding! Not 
wanting to upset the applecart, this was 
obviously now not an option. I decided 
to start fabricating some replacement 
brackets for the life guard rails well away 
in the workshop instead with the hope 
that they would fledge soon, which luckily 
they did the following morning! 

It soon became evident that my 1940s 
bus guru Geoff Gilbert and I couldn’t 
really dismantle everything at once. This 
was because the top deck ought to be 
supported against any distortion as the 


strength of the structure had more than 
likely been compromised by the advanced 
corrosion. The staircase would also have to 
be removed for repair and to gain access 
to the inner stress panels and pillars. The 
continuous substantial hardwood fillets 
separating the two decks were either 
disintegrating or missing, leaving only the 
remnants of the rusting bolts and thin air 
to maintain the connection. On top of 
this, sections of the curved angle iron and 
brackets either side of the non-existent 


wood had also corroded away completely 
in places! 

The trusty Acrowprop was again 
employed to support the rear upper deck 
and provide reassurance, while a program 
of carefully cutting out and welding in 
new metal sections was carried out, so we 
had something to attach new bolts and 
replacement wooden sections to. Several 
body pillars were also replaced or repaired 
one at a time to maintain support. Once 
everything was sound again, the old solid 
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rivets were laboriously drilled out (mainly 
by Geoff who has endless patience) to 
preserve the old stress panels as patterns 
and release the staircase. 

STAIRCASE AND PLATFORM 

Before the staircase was removed and 
still rigid, I took the opportunity to carry 
out the time consuming task of carefully 
removing the old rusty screws securing 
the pyramid strips from the stair treads 
and the rivets holding the patterned 
aluminium kickplates for cleaning up and 
re-use without damaging them. 

The staircase was not at all keen about 
being removed from its years of slumber 
with many hidden rivets and fixings 
preventing its release. Eventually with 
two offside pillars removed, and after a 
final push, it all broke free nearly ending 
up on top of poor old Geoff! Once out, 
we carried the surprisingly heavy and 
unwieldy staircase into the workshop for 
repair assessment. 

As mentioned in previous updates, the 
plan has always been to remove the rotted 
platform and emergency doors fitted in 
1957, and restore the bus to original open- 
platform configuration, incorporating 
our rear window fabricated from scrap 
Routemaster pans some years ago.

CLAIRE PENDROUS 


With the rotted floorboards removed, 
the first view of the platform frame 
showed that several large sections of heavy 
gauge ironwork were very sad and needed 
replacement, along with reinstating the 
section cut away to make room for the 
emergency door conversion. Surprisingly 
one of the two substantial Daimler rear 
chassis extensions appears never to have 
been utilised by Roberts to support the 
platform and associated upper-deck 
body pillars connected to it, relying on it 
mainly cantilevering from the riser. The 
connecting piece of heavy angle-iron 
bolted to the nearside chassis extension 
had been forced up by the power of rust 
formed between the metal sections and 
was now no longer connected to the 
platform! This may well have been fitted 
in 1957 with the rear doors by Scotts of 
Nottingham as strength compensation for 
the cut away frame. 

Geoff was not impressed by this 
structural arrangement and strongly 
recommended that I fabricated some 
heavy duty pieces of connecting ironwork 
to make full use of these chassis 
extensions, while welding in or fabricating 
replacement angle iron. This was duly 
carried out and the repaired frame with its 
several coats of protective paint appears 
far more solid than it was in 1949, even if 
slightly heavier! 


HELP AT HAND 

My life-long friends Phil Dopson and 
Dave Searle from Hertford, who for the 
last nine years over several Friday night 
pints, have been threatening to make 
the 100-mile trip to see the old Daimler 
and the idyllic farm surroundings for 
themselves, suddenly fixed a date and 
appeared with Dave’s Son Matthew at 
09.00 one hot Thursday during one of my 
weekly sessions! 

Their initial thoughts of a jolly, dragging 
me down the local pub to while away the 
afternoon in the sun was quickly quashed 
as I pointed out that this kind of action, 
although very tempting, would not be 
conducive with progressing the bus to its 
intended completion. 

I compensated them by putting the 
trusty old kettle on for the traditional 
cup of tea and then to my surprise they 
all produced overalls and asked what 
needed doing! Before there were any 
second thoughts, I quickly rustled up 
the repaired nearside front wing and the 
newly removed staircase, along with the 
necessary tools and chemicals for paint 
stripping, leaving me free to carry on 
with the welding. 

Matthew, who was still suffering 
from the shock of getting up very early 
for a teenager, and also for being set to 
work on a hot day, was busy stripping 




























off the many layers of paint that had 
accumulated on the stairs over the years, 
suddenly came across the remains of 
an original ‘Coachwork by Roberts’ 
maker’s label. Luckily realising its 
significance, he called his Dad over, 
who in turn called me over and we 
both shouted ‘hold that stripper’! The 
remnants of the label was photographed, 
measured and then gently further 
revealed to try and decipher it’s design 
and colouring before it disappeared 
forever. 


COACHWORKS BY ROBERTS 

Sadly, despite exhaustive research I had 
been unable to find another example of 
this ‘Coachworks by Roberts’ insignia, 
only cast iron plaques from their mainly 
railway wagon products which are totally 
different in style. Reluctantly accepting 
defeat I managed to make out enough of 
the maker’s sign for my designer friend 
Allan Stewart to produce a reasonable 
replica, although there was a lot of 
guesswork as some of the design and 
colours were unidentifiable. 


Some weeks later I had the good 
fortune to travel to the Gaydon Bus 
Rally on my friend’s ex-Greenslades 
Harrington-bodied AEC Reliance and was 
able to look through some of his old 1950s 
Bus & Coach trade magazines on the way. 
There were many vintage adverts for most 
of the bodybuilders, but sadly none for W. 
Roberts of Wakefield. 

That got me thinking, so I checked Ebay 
for similar magazines and found a 1949 
copy with the bidding just about to end as 
we entered Gaydon. As my bus was built

in that year I thought there might be a 
chance that they advertised in that one and 
successfully won it for a sum far greater 
than the original two shillings cover price! 

There were stalls at the show selling 
vintage adverts removed from similar 
magazines, but I searched in vain and the 
seller couldn’t recall seeing a Roberts one. 

To my amazement when the magazine 
arrived a couple of days later, there was a 
full page Roberts advert with the missing 
‘Coachwork by Roberts’ logo bang in 
the middle — what is the chance of that 
happening? 


While my designer friend Allan very 
kindly gets on with reproducing yet 
another more accurate Roberts maker’s 
plate, I have invested in a set of W. H. 
Smith Acrylic paints, copied the magazine 
logo and coloured it in 1950s style to give 
an idea of what it hopefully looked like. 

We will probably never know if the colours 
are correct, but a bit of history will now be 
preserved for the future and eventually be 
reinstated on the staircase! 

AT THE BACK 

The time had at last come to work out 
where the rear window and vertical pillar 
should fit to reconstruct the open rear 
platform! Having fastidiously measured 
every possible rear-end dimension of 
virtually identical and original Roberts¬ 
bodied Colchester No 4 at Lincoln some 
years earlier, Geoff and I deliberated as to 
how it would have originally fitted together, 


particularly as the platform deck slopes 
down to let water out! We finally agreed on 
a plan where everything 'looked’ straight 
and temporarily fixed the rear window and 
pillar into place to see how the surrounding 
panel work and staircase would work 
around it and look as close to original as 
possible. Now just a case of fabricating and 
building up all the new rear end frame and 
panel work — a piece of cake . . . 

With thanks as always to my hosts 
Ian and Jean Townsend for providing 
accommodation sustenance and workshop 
facilities, Geoff Gilbert for valuable 
help and expertise, my friends for finally 
driving up, helping and showing some 
interest after all these years, Tony Marshall 
for endless seat frame paint stripping and 
Polly the dog for encouraging me to take 
regular lunchtime naps during the hot 
weather and helping me not to eat too 
much of my own pack lunch!

NIGEL APPLEFORD reviews The ‘London’ models within EFE’s 
15600 Series Routemr^-- 


The ‘iconic’ AEC Routemaster first 
joined the EFE stable in March 1993, this 
particular casting being replaced with a 
revised model in October 2006. There 
have been many releases so I’ve broken 
them up and on this occasion we’ll look at 
the London operators examples. 

The Routemaster was designed by 
London Transport and built by AEC and 
Park Royal Vehicles. The first prototype 
was completed in September 1954 and 
entered service in February 1956, the last 
being withdrawn from regular service in 
December 2005, although one heritage 
Routemaster route is still operated in 
central London. 

The Routemaster was developed 
between 1947 and 1956 by a team directed 
by A. A. M. Durrant and Colin Curtis, 
with vehicle styling by Douglas Scott. The 
design brief was to produce a vehicle that 
was lighter (hence more fuel-efficient), 
easier to operate and that could be 


maintained by the existing maintenance 
practices at the recently opened Aldenham 
Works, but with easier and lower-cost 
servicing procedures. The resulting vehicle 


seated 64 passengers, despite being three- 
quarters of a ton lighter than buses in the 
RT family, which seated 56. 

The Routemaster was an integral design 
featuring an A’ steel sub-frame (with 
engine, steering and front suspension) 
and a rear ‘B’ steel sub-frame (carrying 
rear axle and suspension), connected by 
an aluminium body. The gearbox was 
mounted on the underside of the body 
structure with shafts to the engine and 
back axle. 

The 2,123 ‘standard’ Routemasters were 
27ft 6in long and 8ft wide. They received 
a full overhaul approximately every five 
years at Aldenham which contributed to 
their long service lives. During their career 



Preserved RMI397 (397 CLT) portrays 
the RM in its heyday.

First releases included two RMs with 
different bonnet numbers and route 
blinds. Carrying the standard 1960s/1970s 
red livery with cream band are RM 1910 
(ALD 910B) on route 15 in front and 
RM2110 (CUV 110C) on route 8A to the 
rear. Both carry BOAC adverts and were 
released in March 1993. 

Inevitably most releases were in the 
same red livery with cream band and 
gold underlined fleetnames, another 
pair were released in April 1993 but 
with ‘Ovaltine’ adverts (spelt ‘Overtine* 
on the box end!). This is RMI8I8 (818 
DYE) ref 15602B, the other, 15602A was 
RM2I03 (CUV I03C). 
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Many ‘specials’ and Code 2/Code 3 
models were released and this included 
I5602C which was again RMI8I8, this 
time carrying its registration 818 DYE 
and adverts for ‘Beatties’, a model shop 
now consigned to history. The model was 
released in December 1993. 

The red livery with different adverts 
continued with RMI992 (ALD 992B) 
advertising ‘Daltons Weekly’ and RM966 
(WLT 966) with ‘BEA’ on nearside and 
‘Wilkinson Sword’ on the offside; models 
15610 and 15614 were released in April 
1994 and July 1994 respectively. 

This RM was released in Stagecoach 
East London livery as used on Route 15, 
Stagecoach having operated this route 
twice. The model is of RM 1527 (527 
CLT) with ‘Nefficiency’ adverts and was 
released in October 1995. 

Following the red livery with gold 
underlined fleetname, London Transport 
changed the middle band to flake grey 
and later white together with white 
fleetnumbers and roundels, in the late 
1970s. This model of RM 1336 (336 CLT) 
was released in January 1998. 

they were refurbished and re-engined 
to various extents, 100 RM’s receiving 
Iveco or Cummins units replacing the 
original AEC AV590 or Leyland 0.600 
units. Some later received Scania engines. 
Their end in normal service came on 
9 December 2005 when the 159 route 
succumbed to the inevitable low-floor 
‘accessible’ buses. 

Early withdrawals tended to be 
scrapped, but a number of operators 
around the country saw the RM as a 
useful tool in the deregulation era and 
many were sold for further service in 
the UK whilst many others have been 
exported. The Stagecoach Empire was 
boosted by running RMs under the 
Magicbus name in Glasgow and soon 
RMs could be seen in many parts of 
the country. Others were saved for 
preservation and many more have found 
use for promotional and advertising 
work. 

The two London Heritage routes, the 
9H and 15H used a pool of 20 Marshall- 
refurbished RMs, although the 9H ceased 
operation on 25 July 2014. The 15H 
continues between Trafalgar Square and 
Tower Hill, running alongside modern 
buses. The ten Stagecoach East London- 
operated RMs on the 15H have recently 
been de-refurbished (by Hants & Dorset 
Trim) to return them to fairly original 
condition, although they retain Cummins 
engines and Allison transmissions. 
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The EFE model, introduced in May 
1993, follows the standard EFE double- 
deck construction method comprising 
two die-cast decks with a plastic band 
between, held together with metal poles 
driven into plastic plugs. They feature full 
interiors in plastic and have plastic wheels 
with rubber tyres. 

The model certainly captures the 
look of the Routemaster, but does suffer 
with non-flush windows and a small 
cab windscreen which do detract from 
what for its time was an excellent and 
very popular model. It features the ‘ear’ 
indicators which can be a bit fragile, but 
has no external mirrors. Releases from 
May 1995 feature registration plates. Paint 
finish and tampo printing are up to EFE’s 
normal high standards. EFE decided that 
like the RT, the casting required revision 
and the first example of the new casting 
appeared in October 2006, this included 
flush glazing and improvements around 
the rear platform area. 


HM The Queen’s Golden Jubilee in 2002 
saw a number of LT buses painted into 
a gold commemorative livery including 
RM6 (VLT 6), numerically the second 
production RM and now in the Arriva 
Heritage Fleet. Two basic models were 
issued, this is 15633, the standard release. 
15632 was a Code 2 for Arriva. This 
model dates from April 2003. 

RM22I7 has a claim to fame; it operated 
the last official Routemaster journey 
on Route 159 from Marble Arch to 
Streatham Garage on 9 December 

2005 and is now part of the Arriva 
Heritage Fleet. This model, in Arriva 
livery, is actually a Code 2 from the LT 
Museum, I6535E, released in March 

2006 at the Acton Depot open weekend 
and advertising the then new Heritage 
Routemaster Routes. 

A change from red was the repainting by 
Arriva of RM25 (855 UXC, VLT 25) into 
a commemorative livery for the Great 
Northern Railway 1829-2004. The model 
was a Code 2 for the LT Museum, issued 
with blinds for the 73 or 19 routes. Both 
models were issued in November 2005. 
The value of the original Routemaster 
registrations was now recognised, some 
were transferred to modern buses or 
coaches and some sold off. 

Numerically the last release on the 
original casting was this model of RM 1125 
(KGH 858A, 125 CLT) again devoid of 
its original registration. Arriva London 
introduced this livery for Route 38 to 
increase its visibility to tourists. The 
model dates from May 2006, notice 
the different treatment of the opening 
windows.
